‘rears with his rooms and lodgings. 
An unexpected bonus of $15 seemed a 
fortune to him. 

At the end of a year's apprentice- 
ship he was to have joined the re- 
lar staff had not the supervisor of 
department, Von Griesbach, made 
e following confidential report, 
h has just been published: 
elegraph Clerk George Kopp has 
fe earnest endeavors to become 
fficient operator,. but his timid 
diffident character ill fits him 
r the public service. He lacks 
roe, confidence, presence of mind 
and quickness of decision in g.-ap- 
pling with emergencies. On the other 
hand, Kopp, has shown considerable 
industry and zeal. He is intellectu- 
ally somewhat above the average, so 
that I can confidently 1ecommend 
him for administrative work. At the 
game time I suggest that his definite 
appointment be postponed for an- 
other two months.” 

Thus, “dammed with faint praise,” 
Kopp never got his appointment at 
all, and eventually ‘. resigned, 
studied for holy orders, and was or- 
dained. 

Twenty years later, as  Prince- 
Bishop of Breslau, he sat at state 
banquets at the emperor's right hand. 

Reducing the Cost of l-iving 

Postmaster-General Burleson’s lat- 
est plan to develop the usefulness of 
the parcel pcst is a logical carrying- 
eut of one of the main purposes of 
the government in undertaking the 
carriage of packages. 

The parcel post justified itself 
against lobbed opposition by the 
promise that it would reduce the cost 
of living. It was urged that city 
housekeepers could get eggs, poul- 
try, butter and other farm produce 
directly from the farmer, cutting out 
the profits of the several varieties of 
middlemen that intervene between 
the producer and the consumer. The 
idea was that the householder would 
pay less and get better food supplies, 
while the farmer would at least in 
many cases, save the cost of market- 
amg and get larger returns. So both 
would be better off. 

This is precisely the way it has 
worked out—where it has been fully 
The trouble has been, 


te bring the producer 4né comsumer 
in tcuch with each other, to open up 
these channels of, direct trade and to 
round up city customers for the 
farmers. 

This is what is proposed in the 
plan to be tried out in ten cities, 
where the post offices are to be bur- 
eaus of information, supplying city 
people with lists of the names and 
addresses of farmers who are pre- 
pared to supply produce direct to the 
tltimate consumer. It will take time 
¢o work out this p!an, but it ough‘ 
to work to the mutual advahtaze of 
the farmer and the city dweller.— 
New York Mail.

APRIL FOR WAR 


Many American Conflicts Have Been 
Started In That Month 

A historical coincidence was  dis- 

covered at Washington, on April 21 
in that the Atlantic fleet was due to 
reach Tampico on the sixteenth anni- 
versary of the declaration of war 
with Spain, April 21, 1898. 
The Spanish war was actually de- 
clared by passage of a joint resolu- 
tion in congress April 25, but the dec- 
laration was antedated to be of effect 
on April 21 mgress declaring that 
war had existed since the 21st, when 
President McKinley’s ultimatum to 
Spain was rejected. 

It was also noted that the Revolu- 
tionary war began April 19; the Mexi- 
can war April 24, and the Civil war 
on April 14. 

Governor Victor M. Locke, of the 
Choctaw. nation in Oklahoma,.- who 
was in Washington on that day and 
who some years ago was one of the 
leaders in what was known as the 
“Locke war,” which was only sup- 
pressed after the United- States 
troops had been sent from Fort Sill to 
put down the uprising, asserted that 
every great Indian war had been 
started in April, or in the spring of 
the year. 


FINDS NEW EDIBLE MUSHROOM 


Eminent French Botanist Evolves 
Fine Specimen From Wild’ 


Fungi 
Prof. Matruchot, the eminent 
French botanist, has succceded in 


evolving a new and deiicious edible 
mushroom. It tas been cultivated 
from the wild fungi whieh grow in 
the woods in the late autumn L.onths. 

A number were planted in the vast 
cellars of the Paris observatory, and 
by careful trextment a mushroom 
was developed which grows all the 
year round. The stem is eight inches 
high and the head four to six inches 
in diameter. 

The new variety has been given the 
name of “tricholome nudum.” Its. flav- 
or is most delicate and captiva‘ing, 
and the color of the stems of the 
first specimens obtained was a purpl- 
ish blue, but this is gradually disap- 
pearing under extended cultivation. 


FOREST WASTE FELT ABROAD 


Destruction of American Trees Bring 
Problem to Manufacturers of 
Germany 
The steadily progressing destruc- 
tion of American forests has made 
itself unpleasantly felt by the Ger- 
man pencil] and vehicle industries. 
Red cedar, which the German pen- 
cil factories get chiefly from Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Georgia, Kenjucky and 
Texas, is growing so scarce that the 
question of a possible substitute has 

become acute.

Tuberculosis In Dairy Cattle 

In the United Kingdom an effort is 
being made by law to stamp out tub- 
erculosis in cattle. Speaking at a 
meeting of the British Dairy Farmers’ 
association, Si: Sydney Pocock, the 
representative of the association on 
the committee which administers the 
new tuberculosis (animals) act, re- 
ported with regard to the statistics 
that were to hand on their invstiga- 
tions up to the end of September last 
to the effect that out of 8,162 cows 
that were tested only 220 samples of 
milk were feung to be tuberculons. 
After the way the public had been 
cautioned by scientific men against 
drinking ‘milk which might be affect- 
ed, and generally frightening them, it 
was the duty of the’association to 
disillusion their minds, as it, was not 
very terrible after all taking into con- 
sideration the fact. that it had not yet 
been proved thgt the milk from a cow 
with a tuberculous udder could trans- 
mit the disease to human beings. He 
considered the public had been 
frightened unnecessarily. The cost 
of administretion and compensations 
paid amounted to £11,998, of which 
only £3,246 was for compensation 
when the animals had been slaught- 
ered, which was a very inadequate 
amount to compensate the farmers 
according to the scale fixed by the 
board of agriculture. -

years of its existence total dividends 
of 11,200 per cent. 

Its founder, Herr Stauch, then divi- 
sion superintendent of a railway in 
the colony, has risen in these few 
years from simple railway official to 
one of Germany's big multi-million- 
aires.

It ig not particularly difficult to 
why lovers of horses came to 
adopt the horseshoe as a talisman 
against misfortune. Horses were held 
to be especially susceptible to the 
machinations of witches. If precau-

“Stefanssor’s accounts of the Es- 
kimos are most reliable where the ex- 
plorer's observations are concerned, 
but when it comes to a matter of 
judgment he is somothing at fault.” 

The Bskir-os, according to the 
archdeacon, are well supplied with 
boats, some of them have craft cap- 
able of carrying loads of four or five 
tons. Most of them are now maki~-g 
a living by catching fur, and it is not 
an unusual thing for an Eskimo to 
make as’ much as_ $1,500 by this 
means during the season, Few of 
them understand English. The pre- 
vailing language is an Eskimo jargon 
which the whalers learn rapidly. 

Asked as to the future of the vast 
hinterland beyond the 60th parallel 
of latitude, Archdeacon Whittaker 
said there have been so many won- 
derful changes in the west during the 
last 20 years that he would not ven- 
ture even a guess as to what is like- 
ly to take plaec in the rext few 
years. 

“But,” he added, “I do not think 
there is a future for the extreme 
north, except as a fur-bearing region. 
If the animals are conserved, so much 
the better. There is little restriction 
on the catching of fur at rresent. 
The Eskimos are better in this re- 
spect than the Indians. We got the 
Eskimo to see the benefit of avoiding 
early trapping. and he will not set his 
traps until after November 1, when 
the fur is good and fetches top prices. 
On~the other hand, the Indian, as 
soon a8 he sees a mink or fox, wi:l 
set his trap and kill, no matt r what 
the time of year.” 

Archdeacon Whittaker told of the 
efforts of W. Henry Fry, one of his 
missionaries, to reach the people pcp- 
ularly known as the “Blonde Es- 
kimos,” who live a thousand miles 
east of Herschell Island in what is 
known as Victoria Land. Mr. 
and a party of nine covered 600 miles, 
but had to turn back on account of 
ice and lack of provisions. The Arch- 
deacon says the Eskimos are not 
really blonde, which is a newspaper 
appellation, although some of them 
undoubtedly have a strain of white 
blood in their veins, and. if dressed 
in European clothes, might be taken 
for Englishmen.

Frederick Foster, Writing In an Amer 
lean Magazine, Describes the Rapid 
Development of the Canadiun West 
—Pioneering de Luxe.” 

Frederick Foster, member of Ohio 

Historical. and Arehaeological Society 

and National Geogriphic Society, 

says, in a recent issue of an Amert 
can magazine: 

“When I first began going into the 
Canadian west on tours of investiga 
tion, I often welcomed the simpliest 
diversion which might break the mon- 
otony of the prairie or the stillness of 
the forest. A moose crashing through 
the trees, the honking of a water 
fowl, even the scurrying of a gopher 
through the grass have all been sweet 
entertainment. But it is different 
now; Old Joe Boyd, up at Giscombe 
Portage in British Columbia, express 


ed the present conditions in this 
fashion. ‘I have just got to hunt new 
trappin’ grounds, the settlers are 


coming in here so fast even muskrat 
is gotten to be a stranger.’” 

The trek of Western Canada begam 
in’ earnest about a dozen years ago 
and followed closely the lines of the 
then one existing railway, but coinci- 
dent with the builcing of two more 
transcontinental railweys, the immi- 
gration increased until it has now 
reached the encrmous total of virtu- 
ally half million persons a year, large 
ly from Great Britain and the United 
States, not to mention the vast move: 
ment from Eastern Canada to the 
west. The lure, or properly speaking 
lures, are identical to those which 
peopled our own prairies First, land; 
second, mercttile oppurtunit'es cre 
ated by the cultivation of the land. 
The difference in the development of 
our middle west and the development 
of Western Canada lies Jargely in the 
difference of time, and for this rea- 
son it is but natural that Western 
Canada’s deveiopment i relatively 
faster. The opportunities there at 
present are precisely the same as the 
opportunities which existed in Cen- 
tral United States thirty or forty 
years ago, but the means of convert- 
ing these opportunities into money 
are infinitely better as may be real- 
ized when one pauses to consider the 
vast improvenients which nave been 
made in transportation facilities, 
farm equipment ajd business appli- 
ances during that period. 

There is ne pioneering in Western 
Canada as our fathers and Zrandfath- 


ers understood the word; iustead its 
pioneering de luxe; ploreering via 
transcontinental trains versus ox 


carts; tungster lights versu3 candles; 
steam ploughs versus the hoe; mer. 
chandising versus trading. 

I never take a trip into Western 
Canada without being amazed at the 
nrogress being made. I “ave recently 
seen model towns of three, four and 
five thousanc people which did not ox- 
ist five years ago. Less than two 
years ago I had cccasion to go to 
Nentral Britisk Columbia. After Teav- 
ing the railway I was obliged to float 
down the Fraser river on a scow cov- 
ering more than three hundred miles 
in six dgys; then I spent another 
week travelli.g by pack train ‘nto 
the Stuart river valiey. On the entire 
journey I passed through but one 
smal] village and the country, some 
of the richest in agricultural possibil- 
ities, timber and minerals of any in 
North America, was but sparsely set 
tled. A few weeks ago I made the 
same trip, but instead of going down 
the Fraser on a scow, I went all, the 
way from Winnipeg on as fine a train 
as one may wish. Railway constrre- 
tion camps which had punctuated my 
journey two years ago have given 
place to thriving towns where mer- 
chants are getting rich supplying the 
thousands of farmers, lumbermen and 
miners with the same brands of goods 
‘hat may be vurchased in Winnipeg, 
Chicago and Boston. I cannot speak 
of these settlers as immigrants, nor 
yet as pioneers for the word immt 
grant seems to imply gunny racks 
and garlic, while pioneering has be 
come synonymous wit: huardshivs. I 
cannot harmonize the word immf- 
grant with the Iowa farmer who sold 
his farm there and brought $46,000 in 
cash with him to the Stuart river val- 
ley, nor do I think a man undergoes 
manv bardshings in trading an uncon- 
genial job and a four room flat in a 
crowded city for a business of his 
own anda modern bungalow in a new 
country where he receives the base 
ball score. by innings. 


Aoples for the Prairie Provinces 

The trees of the varieties of apples 
originated by Dr. Wm. Saunders, es 
pecially for the prairie provinces, by 
crosing the wild Siberian crab, Pyrus 
baccata, with named varieties of ap- 
ples, are now in the horticultural divi- 
sion, department of agricutuwe, Ot 
tawa. Trees of ‘he first crosses, 
which are about the size of the larger 
named crab apples, have now heen 
well distributed through the prairie 
provinces and are pruving hardy 
where larger apples will not succeed. 
Among the best of these are Jewel, 
Charles, Silvia, Prince, Tony, Robin, 
Elsa, Alberta, Columbia, Ruby, North- 
ern Queen and Eve. Many second 
crosses, having more blood of the ap 
ple, fruited in 1913 and in previous 
years. Some of these are two and 
one-half inches in diameter and they 
re being propagated, and will be 
tested for hardiness on the prairie 
farms.
